Gentlemen, 

1. — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Population  [Census,  1911). — 12,906. 

Population  [Estimated  for  1920). — 12,697. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. — 
The  District  is  made  up  of  fourteen  scattered  villages,  with  the 
small  town  of  Bishop’s  Waltham.  Eight  of  the  villages  are  in 
the  Meon  VMlley,  the  levels  of  which  range  from  594ft.  at 
Filmore  Hill,  Westmeon,  to  about  160ft.  at  Soberton  ; the  level 
at  Hambledon  is  from  213ft.  to  200ft.,  and  the  other  villages 
range  from  about  200ft.  down  to  116ft.  above  sea-level.  It  is 
an  agricultural  District,  is  hilly,  and  extensively  wooded,  the 
subsoil  mostly  chalk,  and  in  other  parts  clay  and  sand. 

Occupations  of  the  Inhahitants . — The  majority  of  the  in- 
habitants are  employed  on  the  land  ; in  a fair  proportion  of  the 
District,  especially  at  Soberton  Forest,  Newtown,  Soberton, 
Hundred  Acres,  Swanmore,  Shirrell  Heath,  Shedfield,  Waltham 
Chase,  Curdridge,  and  Durley,  there  are  a lot  of  small  holdings, 
where  people  go  in  for  fruit  growing,  especially  strawberries, 
raspberries,  gooseberries,  currants,  plums,  cherries,  and  apples  ; 
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vegetables  are  also  grown  to  a large  extent,  the  people  taking 
their  produce  into  Portsmouth  and  Southampton.  At  Shedfield 
they  have  an  Horticultural  Society,  which  seems  to  be  doing 
considerable  good.  There  is  no  particular  occupation  that  has 
any  prejudicial  effect  on  public  health  ; the  principal  occupation 
of  working  on  the  land  should  be  conducive  to  good  health.

The  Extent  to  which  Hospital  and  Other  Forms  of  Gratuitous 
Medical  Relief  are  Utilised. — There  is  a Cottage  Hospital  at 
Shedfield,  where  a considerable  amount  of  poor  people  are 
admitted  for  treatment,  some  from  the  District,  some  from 
London,  and  some  from  the  neighbouring  towns ; there  is  a 
dispensary  there,  where  people  are  treated  as  out-patients  ; three 
doctors  in  the  neighbourhood  give  their  services  free,  each  taking 
four  months  In  the  year,  and  attend  there  every  Friday,  and 
visit  the  in-patients  as  often  as  necessary.  Other  cases  in  the 
District  requiring  Hospital  treatment  go  to  Winchester  or 
Portsmouth  Hospitals,  tickets  of  admission  being  obtained  from 
the  gentry  living  In  the  District,  many  of  whom  are  subscribers. 
The  Friendly  Societies  in  the  District  also  subscribe,  and  give 
tickets  of  admission  to  their  members.  There  is  no  difficulty 
whatever  in  this  District  to  obtain  Hospital  treatment  when 
required. 
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2. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water. — The  water  supply  of  the  District,  on  the  whole,  is 
satisfactory;  the  main  part  of  Bishop’s  Waltham  (the  most  popu- 
lated parish  in  the  District),  and  part  of  Curdridge,  are  supplied 
from  the  mains  of  the  South  Hants  Waterworks  Company;  and 
parts  of  Shedfield,  Soberton,  and  Swanmore  are  supplied  from 
the  mains  of  the  Gosport  Waterworks  Company,  in  each  in- 
stance the  water  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk 
at  the  junction  of  the  clay  with  the  chalk,  and  the  supply  is 
constant ; there  is  no  possibility  of  contamination  in  either  case  ; 
the  Gosport  Waterworks  Company’s  pumping  station  is  close  to 
Soberton  Mill,  the  water  is  pumped  from  there  into  a large 
reservoir  at  the  top  of  Gravel  Hill,  and  is  supplied  to  the  houses 
by  gravitation  ; the  South  Hants  Waterworks  Company’s  pump- 
ing station  is  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  the  water  is  pumped  into 
a reservoir  at  the  top  of  Vernon  Hill,  and  supplied  by  gravita- 
tion. The  rest  of  the  District’s  water  supply  is  obtained  from 
wells  sunk  (in  the  majority  of  cases)  in  the  chalk,  and,  in  other 
instances,  sand  and  clay  ; there  are  two  spring  wells  at  Swanmore, 
which  supply  several  houses  in  Chapel  Road,  Spring  Lane,  and 
Chase  Road  ; in  a few  cases  they  get  their  water  supply  from 
the  river ; the  supply  on  the  whole  is  fairly  satisfactory,  where 
difficulties  arise  they  are  chiefly  due  to  seasonal  conditions.  None 
of  the  waters  in  the  District  have  any  particular  action  on  lead, 
as  they  are  fairly  hard.  No  case  of  lead  poisoning  has  come 
under  my  notice  during  the  year. 

Several  cases  of  contamination  of  well  water  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  in  seven  instances  I analysed  the  water,  and 
found  it  polluted,  the  owners  concerned  were  required  to  remove 
the  source  of  pollution,  or  sink  a new  well,  or  clean  out  and 
properly  cover  the  well ; where  defective  drains  or  cesspools  were 
found  in  the  vicinity  of  wells,  the  cesspools  were  removed  to  a 
suitable  distance^  and  the  drains  re-constructed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Inspector,  and  tested  on  completion  with  the  water 
test. 
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During'  the  year  sixteen  samples  were  analysed  by  me  from 
wells  in  connection  with  eighteen  new  houses  being  built  by 
private  owners,  and  found  good.  One  sample,  taken  from  in- 
tended well  for  new  Council  houses  at  Swanmore,  was  found 
to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Six  samples  were  collected  on  complaint  and  analysed  by 
me,  one  was  found  to  be  good  and  five  bad.

Ten  defective  wells  were  inspected,  and  defects  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  owners. 

Twelve  villas  were  reported  on  at  the  end  of  1919  as  having 
slightly  polluted  wells,  on  testing  this  was  found  to  be  due  to 
defective  drains,  and,  by  arrangement  with  the  owners,  the 
drains  were  re-constructed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector, 
and  the  matter  remedied. 

Eighteen  houses  in  Bishop’s  Waltham  were  reported  on  as 
being  without  satisfactory  water  supply,  being  supplied  by  a 
parish  well,  the  pump  of  which  was  constantly  defective,  and 
there  being  a grave  danger  of  pollution  from  a drain,  notices 
were  served  on  the  respective  owners,  and  supply  laid  on  by  the 
South  Hants  Water  Company. 

One  prosecution  was  ordered  by  the  District  Council  for 
occupying  a new  house  without  a water  certificate  ; the  defendant, 
who  had  previously  been  instructed  by  the  Inspector  regarding 
the  requirements  of  the  Act,  but  which  instruction  he  ignored, 
was  fined  £1. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — The  River  Meon  flows  through  the 
Meon  Valley,  but  the  amount  of  pollution  is  practically  nil, 
except,  perhaps,  in  very  wet  seasons,  when  the  springs  are  high, 
there  may  be  a slight  amount  of  pollution  from  a few  farm 
yards,  but  at  that  time  the  amount  of  water  flowing  is  so  great 
as  to  render  the  pollution  practically  nil. 

Bishop’s  Waltham  Pond  and  the  Hamble  River  are  polluted 
by  the  slop  water  and  some  of  the  sewage  of  Bishop’s  Waltham. 
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No  action  taken  at  present  to  check  it,  beyond  a more  effective 
system  of  scavenging,  and  the  water  course  flowing  through 
Bishop’s  Waltham  is  kept  cleansed  by  the  District  Council,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Inspector,  but  the  water  is  not  used  for 
domestic  or  any  other  purpose. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— There  are  no  sewerage  works  or 
sewage  disposal  works  in  the  District.  Bishop’s  Waltham  has 
a scavenging  contract,  but  in  the  remaining  part  of  the  District 
the  owners  and  occupiers  are  responsible  for  their  own  arrange- 
ments. 

Several  large  estates  are  fitted  with  modern  septic  tank 
systems. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  closet  accommodation  through- 
out the  District  is  chiefly  of  the  privy  and  earth  closet  type ; 
the  privy  system  predominates  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the 
District,  the  newer  t3^pe  of  houses  are  chiefly  fitted  with  earth 
closets  ; and  in  the  areas  supplied  by  the  Water  Companies  the 
proportion  of  water  closets  is  naturally  greater.  The  approxi- 
mate number  of  closets  are  : Privies,  1500  ; earth  closets,  1215  ; 
and  water  closets,  600. 

Scavenging. — -In  Bishop’s  Waltham  an  area  comprising  the 
central  part  of  the  parish  is  defined,  and  the  scavenging  is  done 
by  contract,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
the  conditions  of  the  contract  provide  for  the  collection  of  earth 
closet  contents  and  ash  bins  twice  a week,  whilst  ashpits,  privies, 
and  cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  from  the  householders 
concerned. 

In  the  remaining  part  of  the  District  the  occupiers  are 
responsible  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse,  &c. , from  their  own 
establishments. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  District. — Appended  is  a summary 
of  work  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department  during  the 
year,  which  has  been  done  in  a satisfactory  manner.

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by  By- 
Laws  or  Regidations. — There  are  no  By-Laws  or  Regulations 
in  force  in  the  District  (except  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk- 
shops  Orders). 

There  is  onlv  one  house  let  in  lodgings  in  the  District. 
There  are  two  knackers’  vards  in  the  district  : one  at  Swanmore, 
and  the  other  at  Denmead,  seventy-one  visits  to  which  were 
made  during  the  year,  they  are  both  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

There  is  no  need  for  Regulations  in  respect  of  underground 
sleeping  rooms. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  Requiring  Notice. — None. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  in  the 
District  is  fairly  satisfactory,  the  water  supply  is  obtained  from 
the  Water  Companies  in  those  parts  of  the  District  served  by 
the  Water  Companies,  but  the  majority  of  them  derive  their 
supply  from  wells,  some  of  which  are  apt  to  go  dry  in  a dry 
season.  The  closet  accommodation  is  usually  of  the  earth  closet 
system,  those  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  Schools  being  collected  twice 
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weekly,  under  the  scavenging  arrangements.  The  teachers  are 
provided  with  post-cards  to  notify  cases  of  infectious  disease 
coming  to  their  notice  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  myself. 

Mumps  and  Impetigo  have  been  fairly  prevalent  during  the 
year.  In  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  close  a School,  and 
that  at  Upham,  for  an  outbreak  of  mumps,  on  the  advice  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself,  from  March 
22nd,  1921,  to  April  9th,  1921.  I have  visited  the  Schools  when 
necessary,  and  excluded  a good  many  children  with  Chicken- 
pox,  Impetigo,  Mumps,  German  Measles,  Ringworm,  Scabies, 
and  Whooping  Cough  ; the  Schools  are  disinfected  when  necessary. 

A County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  several  assistants 
are  appointed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  medical  inspection 
of  school  children,  which  has  the  effect  of  keeping  some  of  the 
childen  more  cleanly,  especially  in  regard  to  vermin  ; the  teachers 
on  detecting  verminous  heads  send  the  children  home  with 
instructions  how  to  get  rid  of  them.  The  children  with  defective 
eye-sight,  large  tonsils  and  adenoids,  bad  teeth,  and  general 
debility  are  being  seen  to. 

3. — Food. 

Milk  Supply  .—The  character  and  wholesomeness  of  the  milk 
supply  wdthin  the  District  is  fair,  but  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement,  in  many  instances  the  cows  are  not  groomed,  and 
are  in  a filthy  condition  during  the  winter  months,  and  a good 
deal  of  ‘filth  finds  its  way  into  the  milk  pail  during  the  process 
of  milking.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whenever  a 
sample  of  dirty  milk  is  detected,  sends  the  name  and  address  of 
the  cowkeeper  to  me,  when  the  matter  is  dealt  with. 

Administration  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops 
Orders. — There  were  one  hundred  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  and 
purveyors  of  milk  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  an 
increase  of  nine  on  the  previous  year ; motor  lorries  come  round 
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and  take  a good  deal  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  District  into 
the  neighbouring  towns.

Two  hundred  and  three  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspector 
during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Cream  Regulations , 1912  and  1917. — Carried  out 
by  District  Council.  No  application  made. 

Milk  (Mothers  and.  Children)  Order,  1919. — Carried  out  by 
the  County  Council. 

Meat. — The  meat  is  inspected  by  the  Inspector  (visits  being 
made  at  the  time  of  slaughtering)  for  tuberculosis,  &c.  The 
meat,  on  the  whole,  was  of  very  good  quality  ; a number  of  meat 
shops  for  imported  meat  have  been  re-opened  during  the  year, 
and  the  dirty  and  careless  handling  during  transport  from  the 
ship  is  very  evident  by  the  time  it  reaches  the  retailer.  One 
hundred  and  sixty  lbs.  of  beef  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 
The  slaughter-houses,  of  which  there  are  five,  used  for  the 
habitual  slaughter  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  eight  more  having 
permission  to  slaughter  pigs  only  under  Food  Control  Orders, 
are  kept  in  good  condition  ; one  hundred  and  thirty  visits  were 
made,  six  defects  found  and  remedied  • after  notice  by  the 
Inspector. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  District.  No  action  taken 
under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  Section  47 
of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891. 
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No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  condemned  for  tuberculosis.

Other  Foods. — Premises  where  food  was  prepared,  sold,  or 
exposed  for  sale  were  constantly  inspected,  the  visits  including 
Fruit  Farms,  Fishmongers,  Fish  Hawkers’  vehicles.  Fried  Fish 
Shops,  Grocers’  and  Bakers’  Premises,  &c.  ; the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  above  places  was  maintained  at  a satisfactory 
standard,  and  the  quality  of  the  various  foods  good. 

The  bakehouses,  of  which  there  are  twenty-four,  are  kept 
in  a satisfactory  manner,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  visits  w^ere 
made  to  bakehouses,  eight  defects  were  found  and  remedied 
after  notice  by  the  Inspector.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  visits 
were  made  to  other  places  where  food  was  sold,  prepared,  or 
exposed  for  sale. 

The  following  articles  of  food  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food  : —

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  come  under  my  notice 
during  the  year. 

Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts. — Action  under  the  Sale  of 
Foods  and  Drugs  Acts  is  taken  by  an  Inspector  under  the  County 
Council.  Twenty-four  samples  taken,  and  four  samples  of  milk 
found  with  excess  water ; two  cases  fined  £2,  and  no  action 
taken  in  the  other  two  cases. 
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4. — Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 
Infectious  Diseases  Generaiiy. 

Small-pox. — No  case. 

Measles. — Very  few  cases  during  the  year,  the  families 
affected  were  excluded  from  School. 

German  Measles. — One  case  at  Swanmore  in  January,  and 
one  case  at  Swanmore  in  March,  the  families  affected  were 
excluded  from  School. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  cases  notified  in  January,  two  cases 
in  the  same  family  at  Gravel  Hill,  Swanmore,  contracted  at 
Ropley  in  neighbouring  District ; and  the  other  case  at  Claylands 
Road,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  could  not  trace  origin ; two  cases 
notified  in  February,  one  at  Claylands  Road,  Bishop’s  Waltham, 
in  the  same  family  as  notified  last  month  ; and  the  other  Shirrell 
Heath,  child  contracted  the  disease  at  Wickham,  in  neighbouring 
District,  and  was  removed  to  her  grandmother’s  at  Shirrell 
Heath,  on  account  of  the  business  at  Wickham  ; two  cases  notified 
in  March,  one  at  Woodlands,  Westmeon,  contracted  from  boy 
in  the  Alresford  District,  and  the  other  at  Gilbert’s  Knapp, 
Bishop’s  Waltham,  could  not  trace  origin  ; one  case  notified,  in 
April,  at  Woodlands,  Westmeon,  probably  contracted  from  the 
same  boy  in  the  Alresford  District ; two  cases  notified  in  August, 
in  the  same  house,  at  Midlington  Farm,  some  Boy  Scouts  came 
up  from  Portsmouth  to  camp  out  in  a meadow  belonging  to 
Midlington  Farm,  a woman  and  her  boy  came  up  with  them  to 
do  the  cooking,  and  stayed  with  her  boy  at  Midlington  Farm 
House,  the  boy  developed  rash  the  next  day,  and  gave  it  to  one 
of  the  children  at  Midlington  Farm,  the  boy  from  Portsmouth 
was  removed  to  Portsmouth  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  Girl 
to  Alton  Isolation  Hospital,  there  was  no  further  spread ; 
one  case  notified  in  September  at  Lower  Upham,  could 
not  trace  origin,  the  father  and  two  daughters,  who  look 
alter  the  shop,  baking  business,  and  sell  m.ilk  and  butter,  1 gave 
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instructions  for  the  father  and  two  daughters  to  sleep  out,  and 
the  milk  and  butter  not  to  be  brought  near  the  house  ; one  case 
notified  in  October  at  Upper  Upham,  probably  contracted  from 
case  notified  last  month  at  Lower  Upham  ; two  cases  notified  in 
December,  one  at  Belmore,  Upham,  contracted  at  Winchester, 
and  the  other  at  Hambledon,  could  not  trace  origin.  There  were 
fourteen  cases  in  all  notified  during  the  year,  they  were  all,  except 
two,  isolated  in  their  own  homes,  one  was  removed  to  Portsmouth 
Isolation  Hospital  and  the  other  to  Alton  Isolation  Hospital, 
they  were  supplied  with  disinfectants,  and  rooms,  bedding,  &c., 
disinfected  afterwards. 

Mumps. — One  case  at  Upham  in  January ; sixty  cases  at 
Upham,  twelve  cases  at  Denmead,  and  three  at  Bishop’s  Waltham 
in  March  ; the  Schools  at  Upham  were  closed  on  account  of  it 
from  March  22nd  to  April  19th ; one  case  at  Hambledon  in 
October;  and  one  case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  November;  they 
were  all  excluded  from  School. 

Diphtheria. — One  case  notified  in  January  at  Bunkers  Hill, 
Denmead,  in  the  same  family  as  cases  notified  there  in  December 
of  last  year;  one  case  notified  at  Basingwell  Street,  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  in  February,  could  not  trace  origin  ; one  case  notified 
in  May  at  Lower  Snakemore  Farm,  Durley,  slop  water  thrown 
into  ditch,  close  to  house,  which  was  very  foul ; two  cases  notified 
in  August,  one  at  Woodlands,  Westmeon,  could  not  trace  origin, 
and  the  other  case  at  Brockbridge,  Soberton,  contracted  while 
staying  in  Southampton ; and  one  case  notified  in  September 
at  Woodlands,  Westmeon,  in  the  same  family  as  case  notified 
last  month.  There  were  six  cases  in  all  notified  during  the 
year,  they  were  all  isolated  in  their  own  homes,  supplied  with 
disinfectants,  injected  with  antitoxin,  and  the  rooms,  bedding, 
&c.,  disinfected  afterwards. 

Enteric  Fever. — One  case  notified  in  June  at  Row  Ash, 
Shedfield,  the  boy  had  been  drinking  water  from  a small  stream 
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which  was  polluted ; and  one  case  notified  in  August  at  The 
Chase,  Bishop’s  Waltham,  could  not  trace  origin;  there  were  two 
cases  in  all  notified  during  the  year,  they  were  isolated  in  their 
own  homes,  supplied  with  disinfectants,  stools  disinfected,  and 
rooms,  bedding,  &c.,  disinfected  afterwards. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  notified  in  January,  one  at 
Swanmore,  one  at  Droxford,  and  one  at  Shedfield,  no  sanitary 
defect  in  either  case;  one  case  notified  in  February  at  Shedfield, 
no  sanitary  defect ; one  case  notified  in  March  at  Soberton,  no 
sanitary  defect ; two  cases  notified  in  April,  one  at  Belmont 
Farm,  Swanmore,  and  the  other  at  Newton  Cottages,  Swanmore, 
no  sanitary  defect  in  either  case ; one  case  notified  in  May  at 
Shirrell  Heath,  no  sanitary  defect ; one  case  notified  in  August 
at  Oatlands  Lane,  Curdridge,  no  sanitary  defect ; two  cases 
notified  in  September,  one  at  High  Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham, 
and  the  other  at  .Swanmore,  no  sanitary  defects  in  either  case ; 
and  two  notified  in  December,  one  at  Mislingford  and  the  other 
at  Swanmore,  no  sanitary  defect  in  either  case. 

There  were  thirteen  cases  in  all  notified  during  the  year. 

Diarrhoea. — One  case  at  Soberton  in  March  ; four  cases  at 
Swanmore  and  one  case  at  Shirrell  Heath  in  August ; one  case 
at  Droxford  in  September ; one  case  at  Shirrell  Heath  in 
November;  and  one  case  at  Swanmore  in  December;  instructions 
were  given  as  to  flies,  and  sanitary  defects  remedied. 

Influenza. — A few  cases  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  No 
deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  case  at  Shedfield  and  one  case  at 
Bishop’s  Waltham  in  April;  one  case  at  Newtown,  Soberton,  and 
one  case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  May;  twelve  cases  at 
Swanmore,  one  at  Soberton,  sixteen  cases  at  Newtown,  Soberton, 
and  two  cases  at  Hambledon  in  June;  ten  cases  at  Soberton  and 
one  case  at  Newtown,  Soberton,  in  October;  fourteen  cases  at 
Soberton  in  November;  and  five  cases  at  Soberton  in  December. 
They  w^ere  all  excluded  from  School. 
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Chicken-pox. — Three  cases  at  Swanmore  in  January;  five 
cases  at  Westmeon  and  four  cases  at  Shedfield  in  July;  one  case 
at  Meonstoke  in  August ; one  case  at  Meonstoke  in  September ; 
one  case  at  Droxford  in  November;  and  two  cases  at  Droxford, 
one  case  at  Newtown,  Soberton,  and  one  case  at  Meonstoke  in 
December.  All  children  affected  were  excluded  from  School. 

Anthrax. — No  case. 

Tetanus. — No  case. 

Aciite  Poliomyelitis. — No  case. 

Cerehro-Spinal  Fever. — The  case  notified  on  December  31st, 
1919,  and  reported  on  in  my  Annual  Report  for  that  year,  died 
in  January,  1920,  the  house,  bedding,  &c.,  was  disinfected.  No 
further  spread. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — No  case. 

Ringworm. — Two  cases  at  Swanmore  in  February ; one 
case  at  Swanmore  in  March;  one  case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in 
April;  one  case  at  Warnford  in  June;  and  one  case  at  Shedfield 
in  December;  all  the  children  affected  were  excluded  from  School. 

Impetigo. — One  case  at  Swanmore,  one  case  at  Droxford, 
four  cases  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  and  one  case  at  Shirrell  Heath 
in  January;  sixty  cases  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  February;  two 
cases  at  Soberton  and  one  case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  March; 
one  case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  April;  two  cases  at  Droxford, 
one  case  at  Soberton,  and  one  case  at  Swanmore  in  May  ; one 
case  at  Droxford  in  June;  two  cases  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  one 
case  at  Exton,  and  one  case  at  Droxford  in  August ; one  case 
at  Exton  in  September;  three  cases  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  and 
one  case  at  Soberton  in  October ; one  case  at  Droxford,  one 
case  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  and  one  case  at  Meonstoke  in 
November;  four  cases  at  Droxford  and  two  cases  at  Shedfield 
in  December ; they  were  all  excluded  from  School. 
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Scabies. — One  case  at  Droxford  in  March ; four  cases  at 
Swanmore  in  July;  one  case  at  Soberton  in  August;  and  one 
case  at  Shedfield  in  December.  They  were  all  excluded  from 
School. 

Verminous. — No  cases  have  come  to  my  notice  during  the 

year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case  at  Maypole  Cottages, 
Soberton,  in  April  ; and  one  case  at  Linden  House,  Durley  ; 
they  were  both  visited  and  treated,  and  both  recovered  without 
loss  of  sight  of  either  eye. 

Malaria. — One  case  notified  at  Webb’s  Green  Farm, 
Soberton,  in  May ; one  case  notified  at  Hill  Villas,  Meonstoke, 
in  September;  and  one  case  notified  at  New  Road,  Swanmore, 
in  October.  They  were  all  Army  men,  and  contracted  the  disease 
abroad ; they  were  all  visited,  and  were  receiving  quinine 
treatment. 

Dysentery. — One  case  notified  at  Coppice  Hill,  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  in  November;  he  was  visited,  supplied  with  dis- 
infectants, and  given  instructions  as  to  cleanliness,  and  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  handling  of  foods. 

Trench  Fever. — No  case. 

Pneumonia. — One  case  notified  at  Park  Road,  Bishop’s 
Waltham,  recovered. 

Broncho-Pneumonia. — Four  cases  notified  in  March,  one  at 
Kingsmeads,  Newtown,  Soberton,  one  at  Droxford,  and  two  at 
Soberton;  and  two  cases  notified  in  June,  one  at  Soberton  Heath 
and  the  other  at  Swanmore. 

Rabies. — No  case. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council,  a 
supply  is  kept  by  me,  and  any  medical  man  requiring  antitoxin 
for  use  in  the  case  of  poor  people  can  get  it  by  applying  to  me. 
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Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  are  used  when  necessary, 
the  specimens  being  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  at  Win- 
chester, who  carry  out  the  examination,  free  of  costs,  outfits 
being  supplied  free.  The  report  is  sent  direct  to  the  medical 
man  (and,  if  positive,  a copy  of  the  report  to  me),  and  a similar 
outfit  is  returned  with  the  report. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District,  but  the 
District  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Alton  Council 
to  take  cases  into  their  Isolation  Hospital,  where  isolation  in  their 
own  homes  would  entail  any  particular  hardship  or  necessitate 
the  closing  of  a business  ; otherwise,  the  majority  of  the  cases 
are  isolated  in  their  own  homes  and  disinfected  afterwards  by 
the  Inspector  with  formalin.  No  primary  vaccinations  or  re- 
vaccinations have  been  performed  by  me,  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  ^ 

The  school  teachers  at  the  several  schools  are  supplied  with 
post-cards  to  notify  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
myself  cases  of  infectious  disease  coming  to  their  notice.  The 
Schools  are  disinfected  by  the  Inspector  wTen  necessary,  and 
children  and  families,  where  there  were  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
excluded  from  School. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza  during  the  year. 
There  are  no  facilities  available  in  the  District  for  the  cleansing 
and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings,  but 
they  are  supplied  with  printed  instructions,  how  to  get  rid  of 
them.  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  promptly  notified  by  the 
medical  practitioners  attending  the  cases ; no  action  needed  to 
secure  prompt  notification. 

Tuberculosis. — All  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  pulmonary  or  other- 
wise, as  soon  as  notified,  are  visited  by  me,  the  pulmonary  cases 
are  supplied  with  spit  bottle,  card  of  advice  (advice  to  consump- 
tives), paper  handkerchiefs,  and  disinfectants  to  use  in  the  spit 
bottle  and  about  the  house ; they  are  given  instructions  as  to 
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open  windows,  sleeping  in  a room  by  themselves,  they  are  told 
how  to  clean  the  spit  bottle  and  dispose  of  the  sputum,  and 
how  they  are  a danger  to  themselves  and  to  other  people ; the 
house,  where  possible,  is  disinfected  at  once,  and  again'  at 
intervals,  the  house  is  also  disinfected  with  formalin,  and  the 
bedding,  &c.,  with  Izal,  on  removal  or  death. 

Sixteen  visits  were  made  by  me  on  the  receipt  of  primary 
notifications,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  subsequent  visits. 

The  medical  man  attending  a case  of  Tuberculosis  suspecting 
anyone  associated  with  the  notified  case,  takes  a sample  of 
sputum,  and  sends  it  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  examination  ; 
and,  in  some  instances,  cases  that  are  attending  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries  (provided  by  the  County  Council),  the  other  members 
of  the  family  go  down  for  examination,  the  School  Medical  Officers 
detecting  a case  of  Tuberculosis  send  a notice  to  me.  There  were 
eleven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year, 
four  cases  went  to  a Sanatorium,  one  case  came  into  Droxford 
Workhouse,  and  was  treated  in  the  infectious  block,  one  case  was 
treated  in  a revolving  shelter  at  Shedfield  Cottage  Hospital,  one 
case  was  treated  for  a while  at  Netley  Hospital,  one  case  was 
supplied  with  a shelter,  three  cases  left  the  District,  and  several 
cases  were  treated  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  ; there  were 
two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  Bishop’s  Waltham,  one 
at  Shirrell  Heath,  one  at  Durley,  one  at  Soberton,  one  at  Upham, 
one  at  Hambledon,  one  at  Denmead,  one  at  Meonstoke,  one  at 
Westmeon,  and  one  at  .Swanmore,  a decrease  of  one  on  the 
previous  year;  there  were  five  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, two  cases  at  Droxford,  one  at  Soberton  Heath,  one  at 
Shirrell  Heath,  and  one  at  Soberton  ; there  were  twelve  deaths 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  death  from  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 
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Venereal  Diseases. — Under  County  Council.  There  is  very 
little  venereal  disease  in  this  District. 

5. — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Under  County  Council.  There  are  a few  midwives  practising 
in  the  District,  and  some  of  the  villages  have  a Parish  Nurse, 
who,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  attend  with  a medical  man.  There 
were  two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  both  of  which  were  taken  to 
Winchester  Hospital,  one,  the  wife  of  a Private  in  the  Worcester 
Regiment,  due  to  incomplete  abortion,  and  the  other  the  wife  of 
a farm  labourer  at  Westmeon,  following  a confinement  on 
December  28th,  1919;  they  both  died  in  Hospital,  neither  case 
was  notified.  There  were  two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
notified  during  the  year,  one  at  Soberton  and  the  other  at  Linden 
House,  Durley  ; they  were  both  treated  at  once,  and  completely 
recovered  without  any  injury  to  either  eye. 

There  were  twelve  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
five  from  Premature  Birth,  two  from  Broncho-Pneumonia,  one 
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from  Broncho-Pneumonia  following  Whooping  Cough,  one  from 
Bronchitis,  one  from  Marasmus,  one  from  Gastric  Enteritis,  and 
one  from  Intussusception. 

The  Notification  of  Births  i\ct,  1907,  is  in  force  in  the  District, 
the  births  are  notified  to  the  County  Medical  Office  of  Health, 
and  the  mothers  sent  a pamphlet,  “ How  to  take  care  of  the 
babv,”  giving  instructions  on  feeding  the  infant,  and  the  general 
care  of  the  baby  ; a nurse,  employed  by  the  County  Council,  visits 
the  mothers  after  their  confinements  and  gives  them  advice. 

The  infant  death-rate  per  1000  births  registered  I cal- 
culate at  45.1. 

The  birth-rate  I calculate  at  20.94  per  1000  population. 

The  general  death-rate  for  the  District  I calculate  at 
11.8  per  1000. 

6. — Sanitary  Administration. 

(1) . — Staff. — A Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  one  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

(2) . — Hospital  Accommodation. — There  is  no  Isolation  Hos- 
pital in  the  District  for  infectious  diseases,  but  the  Council  have 
made  arrangements  with  the  Alton  Council  to  take  cases  of 
infectious  disease  where  it  would  entail  any  particular  hardships 
on  the  occupier  of  the  premises  or  where  there  is  any  difficulty 
in  isolating  the  case,  the  removal  being  left  to  my  discretion. 

(3) . — Local  Acts,  Special  Local  Orders,  or  General  Adoptive 
Acts  in  Force  in  the  District. — There  are  no  Local  or  General 
Adoptive  Acts  in  force  in  the  District,  and  only  one  Special  Local 
Order,  and  that  the  Regulations  controlling  cowsheds,  dairies,  and 
milkshops. 

(4) . — Arrangements  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work 
During  the  Year. — Samples  are  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory 
at  Winchester,  which  is  carried  out  free  of  cost ; water  analysis 
is  done  by  me. 


7. — Other  Services. — None. 


8. — The  Administration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
Nuisances  Under  the  Pubiic  Health  Acts. 

(1) . — -Sanitary  Conditio^i  of  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

(a)  Cleanliness . — In  two  cases  want  of  cleanliness  was 

found  and  remedied. 

(b)  Ventilation. — Satisfactory. 

(c)  Overcrowding;. — In  one  instance  overcrowding  was 

found  and  remedied. 

(d)  Drainage  of  Floors. — Satisfactory. 

(e)  Other  Nuisances. — None  found. 

(/)  Provision  of  Suitable  and  Sufficient  Sanitary  Accom- 
modation.— In  two  instances  insufficient  sanitary 
accommodation  was  found,  and  in  one  instance 
defective  sanitary  accommodation  was  found  and 
remedied. 

(2) . — Offences  Under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

(a)  Illegal  Occupation  of  Underground  Bakehouses 
{S.  101). — There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in 
the  District. 

(b)  Breach  of  Special  Sanitary  Requirements  for 
Bakehouses  {S.S.  97-100). — In  eight  instances  a 
breach  of  special  sanitary  requirements  for  bake- 
houses was  found  and  remedied. 

(c)  Other  Offences. — Failure  to  affix  abstract  of  Factory 

and  Workshops’  Act,  where  women  and  young 
persons  were  employed,  was  noted,  and  reported  to 
the  Factory  Inspector. 

(3) . — Home  Work. — There  is  very  little  home  work  done  in 
the  District,  there  have  been  only  five  people  residing  in  the 


District  doing  home  work,  one  of  whom  works  for  a firm  in 
another  District.  They  are  all  employed  in  the  making  of  wearing 
apparel.  The  home  work  is  done  under  very  good  conditions. 
All  out-workers’  premises  have  been  inspected,  and  in  no  instance 
has  any  sanitary  defect  been  found,  and  there  has  been  no  case 
of  infectious  disease  at  any  out-workers’  premises. 

(4) . — The  Keeping  of  the  List  of  Out-workers  in  Certain 
Branches  of  Industry  which  are  to  be  Furnished  by  Employers , the 
Transmission  of  the  Name  and  Place  of  Employment  of  any  such 
Out-worker  who  does  not  reside  in  the  District,  to  the  Council 
of  the  District  in  which  he  Works. — A list  of  out-workers  is 
kept  by  the  Clerk  to  the  District  Council,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Inspector  and  myself  twice  a year,  in  February  and  August,  and 
if  there  is  any  out-worker  who  does  not  reside  in  this  District, 
employed  by  any  one  in  the  District,  the  name  of  the 
out-worker  and  the  place  of  employment  are  transmitted  to  the 
Council  of  the  District  in  which  he  works ; there  has  been  no  such 
case,  and  only  one  case  of  an  out-worker  residing  in  the  District 
employed  by  people  outside  the  District. 

(5) . — The  Keeping  of  a Register  of  Workshops. — A register 
of  workshops  is  kept  by  the  .Sanitary  Inspector.  There  are  fifty- 
eight  workshops  on  the  register,  and  twenty-four  bakehouses. 
All  workshops  and  bakehouses  are  periodically  inspected  and  kept 
in  proper  order.
